ORIGINAL  ACT  CREATING  TOWN  OF  BERKLEY  IN  1735 

Anno  Regni  Regis  Georgii  secundi  Octavo 

An  Act  for  dividing  the  Towns  of  Taunton  & Dighton  & 
erecting  a new  Town  there  by  the  Name  of  Berkeley 

Whereas  the  Southerly  Part  of  Taunton  and  the  North 
Part  of  Dighton  on  the  East  Side  of  the  great  River  is  com- 
petently filled  with  Inhabitants  who  labour  under  Difficulties 
by  Reason  of  their  Remoteness  from  the  Places  of  publick 
Meetings  in  the  said  Towns  and  have  thereupon  made  their 
Application  to  this  Court,  That  they  may  be  Set  off  a distinct 
& separate  Township,  & be  vested  with  all  the  Powers  & 
Privileges  that  other  Towns  in  this  Province  are  vested  with. 

Be  it  therefore  Enacted  by  Plis  Excellency  the  Governor 
Council  & Representative  in  General  Court  Assembled  and  by 
the  Authority  of  the  same  that  the  Southerly  Part  of  Taunton 
and  the  Northerly  Part  of  Dighton  on  the  East  Side  of  the 
great  River  as  hereafter  bounded  & described  be  and  hereby 
are  sett  off,  constituted  & erected  into  a seperate  & distinct 
Township  by  the  Name  of  Berkeley 

The  Bounds  of  the  said  Township  being  as  follows  viz. 
beginning  at  the  great  River  at  a forked  white  Oak  Tree  at 
the  landing  Place  betwen  the  Land  of  Abraham  Tisdale  & 
Micah  Pratt  & from  thence  to  extend  on  straight  Line  to  a 
Damm  known  by  the  name  of  Little  Meadow  Dam,  from  thence 
to  a Rock  with  anHeap  of  Stones  on  it  in  the  said  Little 
Meadow,  from  thence  to  extend  on  a straight  Line  until  it 
interSects  the  Line  of  the  Precinct  (which  includes  Part  of 
Taunton  & Part  of  Middleborough)  opposite  to  the  Dwelling 
House  of  John  Williams  from  thence  to  extend  on  said  Pre- 
cinct Line  to  the  Maple  Tree  which  is  the  Corner  Bounds  of 
Middleborough,  Freetown,  Dighton  & Taunton  & from  thence 
bounded  by  Freetown  till  it  comes  to  Knop  or  Hillock  of  Up- 
land being  theBounds  between  Dighton  Freetown  & Assonet 
Neck  & then  bounded  by  the  Land  of  Mr.  Edward  Shove  till 
it  comes  to  Taunton  River  and  then  bounded  by  said  River 
till  it  comes  to  the  first  mentioned  Bounds. 

And  that  the  Inhabitants  thereof  be  & hereby  are  vested 
& endowed  with  equal  Powers  Privileges  & Immunities  that 
the  Inhabitants  of  any  of  the  other  Towns  within  the  Province 
are,  or  by  Law  ought  to  be  vested  with. 

Only  it  is  to  be  understood  that  John  Spurr  Nicholas 
Stevens  John  Tisdale  Abraham  Tisdale  Israel  Tisdale  & 
Ebenezer  Pitts  & their  Families  & Estates  are  not  to  be  in- 
cluded in  Said  Township  and  are  to  belong  to  the  Towns  of 
Taunton  & Dighton  as  formerly. 


And  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Berkley  are  hereby 
required  within  the  Space  of  two  years  from  the  Publication 
of  this  Act  to  procure  & settle  a learned  orthodox  Minister 
of  good  Conversation  and  make  Provision  for  his  comfortable 
& honourable  Support  & also  erect  & finish  a suitable  & con- 
venient House  for  the  publick  Worship  of  God  in  said  Town. 

Provided  also  that  the  Inhabitants  included  within  this 
Township  that  heretofore  belonged  to  Taunton  shall  from 
Time  to  Time  pay  towards  the  Repair  of  Ware  Bridge  in 
Proportion  v/ith  the  remaining  Part  of  Taunton  according  to 
their  Assessment  in  the  last  Province  Tax  & also  their  Pro- 
portion of  the  Rates  & Taxes  already  made  in  Taunton  and 
then  that  Part  of  this  new  Township  which  belonged  to 
Dighton  pay  their  Proportion  with  the  said  Town  of  Dighton 
of  the  Arrears  of  their  outstanding  Rates  already  made,  and 
of  the  Debts  due  from  the  said  Town  of  Dighton,  and  also 
their  Proportion  of  the  Charge  for  the  Maintenance  of  the 
present  Poor  of  the  Town  of  Dighton.

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TOWN  CLERK  S REPORT 

Among  the  items  compiled  by  the  town  clerk  for  in- 
clusion in  the  annual  report  are:  the  statistical  information 
about  the  town  on  the  inside  front  cover;  the  list  of  elected 
officials  and  of  those  appointed  officials  about  whose  appoint- 
ment the  clerk  has  had  due  notice;  the  summaries  of  town 
meeting  actions  and  election  results;  the  vital  statistics  of 
the  town  for  the  year,  including  the  “cradle  to  the  grave” 
information  as  to  births,  marriages,  and  deaths;  the  jury 
lists;  and  the  information  as  to  the  issuance  of  dog  and 
sporting  licenses  by  the  town  clerk.  And,  as  we  are  coming 
into  this  year  of  1976,  the  bicentennial  year  of  the  inde- 
pendence of  our  country,  it  was  thought  fitting  to  include, 
perhaps  at  the  beginning  of  this  annual  town  report,  a copy 
of  the  Act  of  the  General  Court  in  Boston  on  April  18,  1735 
whereby  the  town  was  “erected”.  This  is  taken  from  a copy 
of  the  original  Act;  it  is  interesting  to  note,  in  the  original, 
the  spelling  of  the  town’s  name;  the  name  is  included  in  the 
Act  three  times,  being  spelled  “Berkeley”  the  first  two  times, 
and  “Berkley”  the  third  time.  Apparently  the  spelling  “Berk- 
ley” was  the  form  preferred  by  the  instigators  of  the  Act 
locally,  as  the  spelling  “Berkeley”  never  appears  in  the  town 
records. 

1 have  previously,  in  these  reports,  mentioned  the  respon- 
sibility of  all  elected  and  appointed  officials,  whether  or  not 
they  be  public  officers  or  simply  members  of  committees, 
commissions,  and  the  like,  that  they  be  qualified  before 
acting  in  their  position.  In  this  respect  the  word  means  that 
they  MUST  TAKE  AN  OATH  OF  OFFICE;  without  that, 
they  have  NO  RIGHT  to  perform  any  act  in  their  position. 
This  is  law,  not  merely  a statement. 

While  I am  about  it  I may  as  well  mention  another  law 
that  is  honored  more  in  the  breach  than  in  the  observance 
in  Berkley,  and  that  is  the  open  meeting  law.  For  several 
years  this  law  has  been  on  the  books,  requiring  all  town 
committees,  commissions,  boards,  etc.,  to  give  public  notice 
of  their  meetings  at  least  24  hours  in  advance,  by  giving  a 
notice  to  the  town  clerk,  which  is  the  town’s  office  of  record. 
Now,  with  the  passage  of  Chapter  303  of  the  Acts  of  1975 
by  the  legislature  and  signed  by  the  Governor,  a more 
stringent  law  has  been  set  up,  and  it  devolves  on  the  town 
clerk  to  furnish  copies  of  this  act  to  each  elected  OR  AP- 
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POINTED  member  of  any  town  board,  committee,  commission, 
etc.  at  the  time  of  QUALIFICATION  of  the  person.  48  hours 
notice  is  now  necessary,  and  provisions  are  made  for  legal 
actions  in  cases  of  non-compliance. 

With  the  abandonment  of  the  hall  in  the  library  basement 
by  the  school  department,  permission  has  been  given  to  the 
town  clerk  by  the  library  trustees  for  his  use  of  the  space 
as  an  office.  It  will  take  a while  to  get  equipment,  supplies, 
etc.,  and  to  get  going;  at  present  office  hours  coincide  with 
those  of  the  library.

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BOARD  OF  REGISTRARS  OF  VOTERS 

It  has  been  a busy  year  for  the  members  of  the  board 
and  their  assistants.  Although  there  was  but  one  election, 
the  annual  town  election,  during  the  year,  the  annual  can- 
vassing of  the  town  entailed  more  than  the  usual  listing  of 
residents  aged  17  and  over  as  of  January  1.  The  board 
assumed  for  the  school  department  the  annual  census  of 
school  children,  and  were  also  given  the  task  of  taking  the 
decennial  state  census  as  of  March  1.  For  the  taking  of  the 
school  census  the  workers  were  paid  by  the  school  department, 
but  received  no  pay  for  doing  the  enumerating  for  the  state 
census  from  the  town,  although  the  town  is  scheduled  to 
receive  about  $550.00  from  the  state  as  a “reimbursement”. 

The  listing  was  done  mainly  by  Mrs.  Rosemary  Mount, 
a registrar,  and  by  assistant  registrars  Mrs.  Madeleine  Leary 
and  Mrs.  Catherine  Westgate.  We  owe  our  thanks  to  them, 
and  to  the  many  residents  who  assisted  us  with  directions, 
information,  etc.,  with  special  thanks  to  Joseph  Corey,  Frances 
Stone,  and  Barbara  Sylvester,  all  of  whom  helped  to  make  the 
various  counts  as  accurate  as  possible. 

The  result  of  our  listing  of  persons  aged  17  and  over  as 
of  January  1,  1975,  was  a total  of  1,541  such  persons.  The 
total  population,  all  ages,  as  of  March  1,  1975  was  first  re- 
corded as  2,297 ; when  the  figures  for  all  cities  and  towns 
were  calculated  by  the  state,  they  found  3 additional  names 
of  people  living  in  other  cities  and  towns  who  claimed  Berkley 
as  their  residence;  this  made  the  final  population  count  for 
Berkley,  as  certified  by  the  state  census  people,  2,300,  as  of 
March  1,  1975.  We  did  not  count  the  number  of  school  chil- 
dren that  we  listed,  but  merely  turned  the  cards  over  to  the 
department.  As  of  December  31,  1975,  town  voters  numbered 
1,071. 

With  the  establishment  of  the  town  clerk’s  office  in 
Memorial  Hall  in  the  library  basement,  we  are  now  able  to 
know  beforehand  where  our  sessions  for  registration  of  new 
voters  are  to  be  held,  and  we  welcome  new  residents  to  that 
office,  who  are  seeking  to  have  their  names  added  to  our 
town’s  list  of  votrs.

SELECTMEN’S  REPORT 

Nineteen  hundred  and  seventy-five  was  an  exciting  and 
eventful  year  for  the  Town  of  Berkley. 

For  the  third  successive  year  we  reduced  the  Tax  Rate 
because  of  the  thoughtfulness  of  those  at  Town  Meetings 
concerning  every  expenditure.  Today  Berkley  has  a bonded 
indebtedness  of  under  $35.00  per  person,  a total  amount  of 
only  $80,000.  We  are  and  have  been  operating  Berkley  on  a 
“pay  as  you  go”  basis  which  means  we  are  not  passing  our 
debts  onto  our  children!  Because  of  this,  we  were  able  to 
reduce  our  tax  rate  to  $49.00  per  $1,000.  At  the  same  time, 
through  careful  and  sound  financial  management  by  our 
Treasurer,  we  have  operated  without  borrowing  any  money 
while  increasing  our  “Free  Cash”  account  to  $146,135. 

With  approximately  70  r/c  of  our  total  expenditures  being 
spent  on  education  the  outstanding  efforts  of  your  School 
Committee  to  hold  the  line  in  face  of  greatly  increased  costs 
must  be  emphasized.  All  of  us  must  continue  to  pay  close 
attention  to  how  our  money  is  being  spent  to  be  sure  that 
we  receive  full  value  for  every  future  dollar  appropriated. 

Berkley  continues  to  upgrade  its  environment.  One  of  the 
high  points  was  our  volunteer  effort  to  pick  up  litter  along 
the  roads  throughout  Berkley.  More  than  5 c/o  of  our  Citizens 
actively  participated  and  sincere  thanks  should  be  given  to 
all  who  helped. 

Our  road  improvement  program  continued  as  many  traf- 
fic control  signs  were  installed.  Sections  of  Porter  and  Locust 
Streets  were  resurfaced,  dividing  lines  were  painted,  street 
signs  were  added  and  barriers  were  painted.  All  this  makes 
passage  through  Berkley  safer  while  we  retain  our  country 
atmosphere  rapidly  disappearing  from  neighboring  communi- 
ties. The  Comprehensive  Employment  Training  Act  Workers 
continued  to  work  throughout  the  Town  primarily  on  High- 
way Maintenance,  in  addition  to  updating  the  Selectmen’s 
Office,  Assessors’  Office  and  basement  classroom  in  the  Junior 
High  School. 

The  Berkley  Lions  Club  continued  their  volunteer  renova- 
tion of  the  Old  Town  Hall  and  a Grand  Opening  Ceremony 
was  held  on  September  27,  1975.  If  you  haven’t  seen  what 
they  have  done,  please  go  look. 
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During’  the  year  the  subject  of  Tax  Revaluation  was 
presented  to  the  voters  on  two  separate  occasions.  This  issue 
was  disapproved  both  times.  Since  then,  the  State  Legislature 
has  passed  a new  law  pertaining  to  methods  of  valuing  prop- 
erty, reinforcing  local  authority  for  property  taxation. 

The  Summer  Program  for  our  children  instituted  by  the 
Bicentennial  and  Historical  Commissions  was  an  overwhelm- 
ing success.  This  is  another  example  of  what  volunteer  effort 
can  accomplish. 

The  Berkley  Athletic  Association  continued  to  operate 
successfully  and  installed  a fence  around  our  Little  League 
Field  at  the  Common.  They  also  have  begun  construction  of 
two  tennis  courts  and  an  outdoor  basketball  court  at  the 
Common. 

As  we  look  back  on  1975,  we  see  a year  of  increasing 
momentum.  We  have  attempted  to  retain  Government  BY 
THE  PEOPLE,  realizing  that  this  requires  a great  deal  of 
personal  sacrifice  and  effort.  We  hope  more  Berkley  residents 
will  step  forward  and  volunteer  to  help  whenever  they  see 
the  need.

Regular  monthly  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Health  were 
held  on  the  first  Thursday  of  every  month  at  the  Berkley 
Junior  High  School. 

At  the  June  meeting,  Robrt  DeArruda  was  re-elected 
chairman  and  Mary  Flint  was  elected  clerk.  John  Fernandes 
was  elected  as  the  Board  of  Health  representative  to  the  Soil 
Conservation  Committee.

In  September  a hearing  was  held  on  the  petition  of  Bay- 
view  Estates  Realty  Trust  for  the  establishment  of  a family 
campground.  The  request  was  turned  down  at  a later  date. 

In  November,  James  Medeiros  was  appointed  Sanitary 
Inspector  and  Well  Inspector  replacing  Joseph  Medeiros  who 
had  resigned.  Frank  Wallace  was  appointed  as  assistant. 

The  town  Rubbish  Disposal  Facility  again  ran  smoothly 
during  the  year  with  very  few  complaints  registered.  Some 
people  have  been  throwing  trash  over  the  gate.  On  occasion, 
they  miss  the  container  and  the  trash  spreads  all  over,  causing 
an  unsightly  mess.  The  caretakers  have  requested  that  the 
facility  be  used  only  during  the  posted  hours. 

Also,  effective  September  30,  1975  the  fee  for  the  trans- 
fer station  was  discontinued.  We  are  now  paying  only  the 
caretakers  fees.  This  will  result  in  a savings  of  $6,000.  per 
year  to  the  town.

During  the  year,  the  Fire  Department  responded  to  118 
calls ; buildings,  14 ; brush  and  grass,  31 ; motor  vehicles,  39 ;

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BRISTOL  COUNTY  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 
ANNUAL  REPORT  — BERKLEY,  MASS. 

December  31,  1975 


On  June  30,  1976  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control 
Project  will  complete  seventeen  years  of  service  to  the  Town 
of  Berkley  and  nineteen  other  communities  in  the  county. 

The  Project  experienced  a normal  mosquito  season  al- 
though the  usual  trouble  spots  existed. 

It  was  somewhat  prolonged  due  to  the  exceptionally 
warm  weather  in  September  and  October. 

Although  no  cases  of  encephalitis  were  reported  in  Bris- 
tol County  the  Public  Health  Department  did  spray  the 
southeast  portion  of  the  county  as  a precautionary  measure. 

In  March  our  larviciding  program  got  underway  and  32 
acres  were  treated  before  our  sprayers  were  mounted  on  May 
1st. 

With  the  termination  of  the  spraying  season  on  Septem- 
ber 25th,  our  brook  and  ditch  maintenance  program  began 
and  resulted  in  the  reclamation  of  2,700  feet  of  existing 
waterways.  3,800  feet  of  brush  was  also  removed  to  allow 
proper  drainage  and  to  aid  in  preventing  unnecessary  flooding. 

We  thank  the  residents  of  Berkley  for  their  continued 
cooperation.

I hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  librarian  of  the 
Berkley  Public  Library.

During  this  past  year  several  changes  have  taken  place 
at  the  library — interior  decorating- wise ! Upon  opening  the 
door  you  will  notice  a pretty  blue/green  tweed  wall  to  wall 
carpeting  which  was  installed  during  the  last  week  of  De- 
cember. As  you  enter  you  will  also  notice  the  new  card  cata- 
log. The  old  card  catalog  has  been  moved  to  the  basement 
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and  houses  ail  shelf  list  cards  which  previously . had  to  be 
filed  in  boxes.  As  you  glance  over  to  the  junior  high  section, 
you  will  see  a big  change  also.  We  now  have  library  stacks 
with  built-in  magazine  racks  in  that  section.  We  were  very 
fortunate  to  have  the  carpentry  class  at  Bristol-Plymouth 
build  and  install  them  for  us.  A special  thank  you  for  a job 
well  done  to  instructor,  Mr.  Raymond  Costa  and  students. 

We  shared  the  building  with  the  kindergarten  classes 
being  housed  in  the  basement  for  the  remainder  of  the  school 
year  which  ended  last  June.  We  enjoyed  having  them  share 
the  building  with  us  but  since  room  became  available,  at  the 
elementary  school  they  moved  out  of  our  building  in  Sep- 
tember. We  miss  hearing  them  singing  their  songs,  etc. 

Mr.  Francis  Andrews,  Town  Clerk,  has  moved  his  office 
quarters  into  the  basement  now  and  has  office  hours . to 
coincide  with  the  library  hours.  We  welcome  him  in  sharing 
the  building  with  us. 

The  back  door  is  now  open  once  again  and  patrons  may 
use  the  parking  lot  and  come  up  the  back  stairway.  The  door 
and  stairway  were  not  in  use  when  the  kindergarten  was 
downstairs. 

We  continue  to  serve  the  junior  high  school  students 
every  Thursday  morning  duriing  the  school  year.  Since  the 
junior  high  school  does  not  have  a library  and  we  are  within 
close  proximity,  teachers  walks  to  the  library  with  their 
classes  on  an  alternate  v/eek  basis.  We  have  three  classes 
attend  one  Thursday  and  two  classes  another  Thursday.  Each 
student  is  allowed  to  check  out  5 books,  3 periodicals,  2 records, 
and  1 puzzle  or  map  for  a two  week  loan  period.  For  some 
students  this  is  the  only  opportunity  that  they  have  to  visit 
the  library.  It  is  a pleasure  having  them  visit  us!  Thank  you 
to  the  faculty  and  Mr.  Edward  Canuel,  principal,  particularly 
in  the  area  of  helping  me  collect  overdue  books.  As  a result, 
books  are  returned  fairly  promptly.  Another  thank  you  to 
my  most  able  library  assistant,  Mrs.  Doris  Caron.  Doris  works 
from  10:30  until  3:30  every  Thursday  during  the  school  year 
to  assist  me  with  the  students  and  with  other  library  duties. 

Student  volunteers  have  been  just  great!  They  are  such 
a pleasure  to  have  around  and  a tremendous  help  once  they 
are  oriented.  Library  aides  work  for  pins!  After  15  hours 
they  receive  a large  library  aide  pin,  after  35  hours  they 
receive  a smaller  sterling  or  bronze  pin  which  can  be  worn 
on  a sweater  or  jacket,  and  after  an  additional  50  hours  they 
receive  another  pin.  Students  must  be  in  the  jr.  high  classes 
to  apply  and  as  we  have  openings  they  begin  their  duties. 
Students  are  introduced  to  all  basic  library  techniques  and 
procedures  from  learning  the  Dewey  demical  system  in  order 
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to  shelve  books  properly  an  checking  books  in  and  out  for 
library  patrons.  I am  most  appreciative  for  all  their  help  and 
I thoroughly  enjoy  having  them  work  along  with  me.  The 
following  students  have  been  library  aides  during  this  year: 
Michael  Bettencourt,  Patricia  Pettey,  Laura  Van  Cott,  Raissa 
St.  Pierre,  Cindy  Bernard,  Pamela  Mount,  Linda  Dary,  and 
Betty  Ann  Souza.  A great  big  thank  you  from  me  to  them- 

Meetings  of  area  librarians  are  held  every  other  month 
from  September  to  June,  which  I try  to  attend.  On  the 
second  Wednesday  of  alternate  months  the  Village  Green 
Library  Club  meets  from  9:30  till  noon  at  different  member 
libraries  and  librarians  from  surrounding  areas  also  meet  at 
the  Taunton  Public  Library  on  the  third  Wednesday  of  every 
other  month. 

We  are  still  fortunate  to  have  the  Bookmobile  visit  us 
regularly  to  supplement  our  collection.  Between  the  Book- 
mobile and  the  Inter-Library  Loan  Dept,  of  the  Taunton 
Public  Library,  we  try  to  obtain  from  them  books  that  we 
do  not  have  in  our  library.  They  have  been  very  efficient  in 
fulfilling  our  requests.  Thank  you  to  all  staff  members  whose 
services  are  most  appreciated. 

Everyone  has  been  most  co-operative  in  returning  books 
as  promptly  as  possible  and  so  we  have  continued  our  no  fines 
policy  for  overdues.  Keep  up  the  good  work!

During  1975  Berkley  continued  to  participate,  along  with 
29  other  southeastern  Massachusetts  cities  and  towns  as  a 
member  of  the  Southeastern  Regional  Planning  and  Economic 
Development  District.  SRPEDD  is  one  of  13  regional  planning- 
agencies  in  Massachusetts  and  was  organized  in  1956. 

The  district  is  governed  by  a commission  consisting  of 
an  appointee  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  a member  of  the 
Planning  Board  for  each  member  community,  and  six  minority 
and  low  income  representatives. 

Berkley’s  Board  of  Selectmen  member  is  George  A. 
Moitoza;  the  Planning  Board  member  is  Fredrick  Nelson. 

SRPEDD  staff,  under  the  guidance  of  the  Commission 
and  Committees,  prepares  advisory  regional  plans  on  such 
subjects  as  land  use,  transportation,  solid  waste,  water  supply, 
wastewater  treatment,  etc.  as  required  and  funded  by  State 
and  Federal  Government.  Each  community  can  also  receive 
municipal  assistance  at  no  cost  beyond  its  per  capita  assess- 
ment. This  can  include  such  areas  as  zoning,  planning,  flood 
insurance,  Community  Development  Grant  applications,  etc. 
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During  1975  SRPEDD  assisted  the  Town  with  an  informa- 
tional meeting  on  flood  insurance. 

As  the  responsibilities  and  problems  of  communities  be- 
come increasingly  complex,  it  is  essential  to  have  a mechanism 
like  SRPEDD  to  provide  assistance  in  meeting  new  regional 
demands  and  to  help  in  locating  new  opportunities  for  co- 
operation among  area  communities. 
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REPORT  OF  BRISTOL-PLYMOUTH  REGIONAL 
TECHNICAL  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


I herewith  submit  my  eighth  annual  report  to  the  citizens 
of  the  Bristoi-Piymouth  Regional  School  District. 

The  school  committee  held  twenty -four  regular  meetings. 
Many  additional  meetings  were  held  to  formulate  the  budget, 
and  work  on  negotiations  with  the  salary  committee.  As  of 
this  writing  a new  two-year  contract  with  the  teachers  has 
been  implemented.  The  officers  elected  at  the  annual  conclave 
were  Donald  K.  Atkins,  Chairman,  Middleboro;  William  R. 
Powers,  Vice-Chairman,  Raynham;  L.  Allen  freeman,  Treas- 
urer; and  Caroline  Tripp,  Clerk. 

Herbert  L.  McClentic,  committee  member  from  Berkley 
moved  out  of  the  Region.  Consequently  we  lost  a valued  mem- 
ber who  had  served  for  eight  years.  Mr.  Robert  Booker  was 
appointed  to  fill  Mr.  McClentie’s  unexpired  term.  At  the  an- 
nual election  Mr.  Frank  Moskal  was  elected  to  this  position. 

Mr.  Clement  Hoye  of  the  Guidance  Department  retired 
in  June  after  many  years  of  service  in  this  area.  His  replace- 
ment, Mr.  Barry  Motta,  was  previously  employed  as  a voca- 
tional rehabilitation  counselor  by  the  Massachusetts  Com- 
mission for  the  Blind.  His  professional  background  assures 
the  students  of  high  quality  guidance,  and  he  relates  well 
with  the  freshmen  students. 

A new  admission  policy  has  been  introduced  this  year. 
All  administrators  meet  as  a screening  committee  to  evaluate 
the  applicants  and  vote  as  a panel.  Thus,  no  one  person  has 
to  assume  the  responsibility  of  admitting  new  students. 

Mr.  Paul  Couture,  Director  of  Pupil  Personnel,  has  im- 
plemented a different  testing  program.  This  will  help  evaluate 
new  students,  and  later,  help  to  measure  educational  growth. 
Also  in  this  department,  Mr.  Ronald  Koloski,  Placement  Direc- 
tor, found  positions  for  ninety-three  percent  of  our  graduating 
class. 

Mr.  Peter  Rickard,  Special  Needs  Coordinator,  has  done 
an  outstanding  job  with  our  766  program.  Students  who 
appear  to  be  in  need  of  special  education  services  may  be 
referred  for  an  evaluation  to  determine  the  special  education 
that  is  required.  Such  services  may  take  the  form  of  work 
in  the  resource  room,  may  be  a referral  to  an  outside  agency, 
or  may  be  any  other  option  recommended  by  a core  evaluation 
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team.  Our  new  Collaborative  is  actively  engaged  with  Mr. 
Rickard’s  program.  The  Collaborative  is  a state-supported 
program  in  which  we  share  the  services  of  a speech  therapist 
and  psychologist  with  Southeastern  Technical  School  and  Old 
Colony. 

The  excellent  attendance  record  which  Bristol-Plymouth 
enjoys  is  due  in  large  part  to  the  efforts  of  our  school  nurse, 
Mrs.  Jane  Whittemore.  Her  assistance  in  health  matters  to 
students  is  outstanding. 

A service  bureau  was  opened,  and  is  manned  by  Mr.  Nor- 
man Reid.  The  function  of  this  department  is  to  solicit  orders 
for  the  Data  Processing  Department  which  help  defray  the 
rental  cost  of  the  equipment. 

A large  storage  building  has  been  erected  in  the  rear  of 
the  school.  The  skeleton  was  built  by  a commercial  concern. 
However,  the  cement  work,  heating,  and  wiring  will  be  done 
by  our  students. 

Our  two  radio  programs  continue  and  are  aired  on  WRLM 
and  WPEP  the  first  Monday  and  Tuesday  of  each  month.  A 
senior  student  conducts  the  WPEP  interview. 

The  Massachusetts  Division  of  Surplus  Property  has  been 
most  generous  to  us.  We  have  acquired  a six  passenger  Dodge 
truck,  paper,  cloth,  desks,  tables,  cabinets,  and  some  much- 
needed  shelving. 

Our  enrollment  is  at  capacity  level — 188  freshmen,  178 
sophomores,  178  juniors,  and  178  seniors — a total  of  718 
undergraduates.  There  are  94  in  our  post-graduate  school 
which  boosts  our  total  to  812  students. 

The  excellent  maintenance  staff  of  Mr.  Richard  Bradley, 
plant  engineer,  keeps  our  school  in  fine  condition  and  takes 
pride  in  their  performance  of  duties. 

Mr.  Daniel  Saunders,  Assistant  Superintendent-Director 
has  proven  to  be  an  able  administrator.  He  has  performed 
well  in  my  absence. 

The  Coordinators,  Mr.  Donald  Sullivan  and  Mr.  John 
Correia  are  also  Night  School  Directors.  They  perform  their 
duties  in  a most  efficient  manner. 

The  Massachusetts  Division  of  Occupational  Education  is 
always  ready  to  lend  its  assistance  in  evaluating  and  cor- 
recting our  programs.  It  is  most  complimentary,  and  sends 
many  visitors  to  observe  our  programs. 
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Our  No  School  Announcements  may  be  heard  on  these 
radio  stations — WBZ,  WRLM,  and  WPEP. 

I wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  our  energetic 
Advisory  Board,  our  dedicated  School  Committee,  and  the 
enthusiastic  citizenry  who  support  Bristol-Plymouth.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Berkley: 

I hereby  submit  my  twenty-first  annual  report.  Incor- 
porated herein  is  the  report  of  the  Berkley  School  Committee 
and  the  report  of  the  Principal. 


Personnel 

In  June  1975  Mrs.  Mildred  Walker  retired  as  second  grade 
teacher  at  the  Berkley  Elementary  school.  She  had  been  a 
teacher  at  that  school  since  1961.  Previously  she  taught  in 
Freetown  and  had  taught  for  eight  years  in  Berkley  from 
1931  to  1939.  She  was  a friend  of  all  her  pupils  and  did  a great 
deal  for  the  Berkley  School  children.  She  is  a most  pleasant 
person  at  all  times  and  we  do  miss  her  in  our  schools.  We 
wish  her  a long  and  pleasant  retirement. 

Since  the  second  grade  enrollment  decreased  this  year 
Mrs.  Sandra  Pugliese  took  over  the  entire  second  grade.  An 
instructional  aide  was  hired  to  help  her. 

Mrs.  Rita  Santos,  Junior  High  music  teacher  requested 
a leave  of  absence  for  one  year.  Her  position  is  being  filled 
by  Sr.  Theresa  Rouleau  who  is  also  elementary  music  super- 
visor. 

The  remainder  of  our  faculty  has  remained  quite  stable 
over  the  last  three  years. 


Enrollment 

On  October  1,  1975  we  had  an  enrollment  of  468  pupils 
or  17  more  pupils  than  the  enrollment  October  1,  1974.  How- 
ever, since  October  the  enrollment  has  dropped  to  the  level 
of  1974.  After  the  sixth  and  eighth  grades  with  enrollment 
of  82  and  64  pupils  respectively  leave  the  school  system,  it 
would  seem  that  classes  should  average  about  45  pupils. 
This  would  produce  a total  enrollment  of  about  400  pupils. 
With  no  further  increase  in  enrollment  this  would  allow  us 
to  distribute  pupils  throughout  the  17  regular  classrooms  and 
we  would  be  able  to  restore  the  library,  nurses  room  and 
storage  areas  to  their  proper  function. 


High  School 

The  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  District  School  Com- 
mittee informed  the  Berkley  School  Committee  that  beginning 
in  September  1976  they  will  not  enroll  any  new  grades  from 
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Berkley.  All  students  attending  Dighton-Rehoboth  in  Septem- 
ber 1975  will  be  allowed  to  graduate.  The  Berkley  School  Com- 
mittee has  been  very  busy  trying  to  solve  the  problem.  At 
the  present  time  the  class  of  1980  has  been  assured  a place 
in  Taunton  High  School.  The  Committee  is  meeting  with  the 
Freetown-Lakeville  Committee  in  an  effort  to  gain  admittance 
to  that  regional  district  and  assure  the  Berkley  pupils  of  a 
permanent  school  to  attend.  Many  meetings  and  a great  deal 
of  studying  will  take  place  before  a final  decision  can  be  made. 
In  the  meantime  further  consideration  will  be  given  by  the 
Taunton  School  Committee  as  to  admitting  pupils  on  a year 
to  year  tuition  basis. 

Finances 

At  this  time  the  1976-77  budget  is  being  prepared  by  the 
Berkley  School  Committee.  The  increase  for  1975-76  was 
5.76%.  It  would  not  seem  that  this  could  be  possible  for  1976- 
77  as  salaries  have  increased  and  tuition  to  Taunton  and 
Dighton-Rehoboth  will  be  higher  than  in  previous  years.  The 
anticipated  increase  in  tuition  could  be  as  high  as  $29,000.00 
due  to  both  increase  in  enrollment  and  tuition.  Special  Educa- 
tion programs  as  mandated  by  Chapter  766  of  the  State  Laws 
have  required  more  faculty  and  also  payment  of  tuition  to 
cover  students  enrolled  in  programs  we  do  not  have.  The 
requested  increase  in  that  area  amounts  to  $26,000.00  at  this 
time. 

The  anticipated  final  increase  in  the  budget  could  be 
between  10  and  12  percent. 

Conclusion 

I wish  to  thank  all  teachers,  cafeteria  workers  and  cus- 
todians for  their  cooperation  and  support  during  1975.  These 
people  work  many  times  under  adverse  conditions  but  always 
seem  to  give  their  best  to  Berkley. 

Mr.  Edward  Canuel,  the  principal  continues  to  do  a good 
job  of  operating  both  schools  and  we  thank  him  for  his  fine 
efforts. 

I wish  to  thank  the  service  organizations  and  the  P.T.O. 
for  their  support. 

A special  thank  you  goes  to  the  Berkley  Police  Associa- 
tion for  their  very  generous  gift  of  band  uniforms  for  the 
Junior  High  School  band. 

I would  also  express  my  appreciation  to  the  members  of 
the  School  Committee  for  their  support  and  contributions.

Dear  Mr.  Roy: 

I hereby  submit  my  seventh  annual  report  as  Principal 
of  the  Berkley  Schools. 

As  we  complete  the  calendar  year  1975,  this  year’s 
graduation  class  faces  an  uncertain  high  school  situation. 
Students  and  parents,  however,  can  be  assured  that  every 
effort  will  be  expended  to  study  and  find  the  best  solution 
to  this  problem.  This  unfortunate  status  is  offering  Berkley 
an  opportunity  to  resolve  its  high  school  future  not  only  for 
this  year  but  also  for  future  years.  Hopefully,  the  answer 
will  not  be  a temporary  one  but  also  will  afford  future 
Berkley  students  a permanent  solution. 


Bicentennial  Year 

As  we  pause  on  the  eve  of  our  Country’s  celebration 
and  approach  the  turn  of  a new  Century,  our  students  are 
experiencing  a monthly  program  into  the  geology,  archeology, 

I and  history  of  Berkley.  Lectures,  slides,  museum  quality  ex- 
hibits, and  field  trips  are  being  presented  to  our  students,  K-8. 
We  are  most  fortunate  to  have  Mrs.  Blanche  Trzcinski  and 
other  resource  persons  develop  such  an  interesting  series. 
We  need  to  give  proper  attention  and  guidance  to  our  youth, 
which  many  times  have  been  neglected  and  too  often  criticized 
when  they  should  have  been  praised  and  encouraged.  This 
program  helps  students  link  the  past  to  the  present  each 
succeeding  month  and  encourages  their  participation  with 
question  and  answer  periods  and  by  contributing  their  own 
collections. 


Changes  In  Our  Schools 

By  housing  a small  second  grade  into  one  classroom,  we 
were  able  to  bring  our  Kindergarten  students  into  our  main 
building  a year  ahead  of  schedule.  We  placed  an  Instructional 
Aide  with  the  second  grade  Teacher  to  direct  their  learning 
experiences.  Their  progress  has  thus  far  been  good  and  though 
a bit  crowded  they  are  receiving  more  individual  attention. 
Kindergarten  students  are  enjoying  the  building’s  facilities 
and  will  more  easily  adjust  to  first  grade. 
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At  the  Junior  High  School,  the  position  of  Teacher-In- 
Charge  was  abolished.  In  order  to  compensate  for  this  posi- 
tion, it  means  that  I visit  this  building  more  frequently  and 
monitor  the  lunch  period.  Moreover,  to  lessen  interruptions 
of  classes,  we  have  changed  the  telephone  system  and  re- 
quested parents  and  visitors  to  go  directly  to  the  Elementary 
School  for  information  unless  they  have  an  appointment  with 
a teacher.  Our  different  phone  system  means  that  all  calls 
are  handled  at  the  Elementary  School.  Messages  are  taken 
and  the  proper  person  is  notified.  We  have  two  phones  at  each 
school.  One  enables  a person  to  call  out  and  the  other  provides 
direct  contact  between  each  school  by  simply  picking  up  the 
receiver.  The  only  inconveniences  are  at  the  principal’s  office 
and  we  have  not  been  overburdened  by  these  additional  de- 
mands. 


Title  I 

The  Berkley  Elementary  School  has  again  received  a 
grant  for  a Title  I program.  The  Parent  Advisory  Council, 
with  director  and  Title  I teachers,  decided  to  change  the 
level  of  concentration  this  year.  We  basically  kept  the  same 
subject  areas  (Reading,  language,,  spelling,  and  penmanship)  ; 
however,  we  now  begin  to  work  with  students  from  grade  one. 
At  present,  we  serve  students  in  grades  1-5  with  a teacher, 
an  instructional  aide,  new  programs,  and  instructional  ma- 
terials. 25-80  students  are  receiving  help.  The  grant  was 
substantial  and  we  have  also  applied  for  a supplementary 
grant  to  benefit  these  students  with  field  trip  learning  ex- 
periences. It  has  not,  at  present,  been  approved.  However, 
in  telephone  conversations  with  the  Department  of  Educa- 
tion, it  appears  that  we  will  receive  these  supplementary  funds. 

Curriculum 

Several  release  afternoons  have  been  scheduled  for  cur- 
riculum revision.  We  hope  to  have  every  subject  area,  in 
grades  K-8,  reviewed,  revised,  and  rewritten  this  year.  We 
have  completed  Reading  and  Mathematics  and  have  begun 
the  Science  guide  as  of  December.  Moreover,  we  will  update 
our  English  textbooks  this  year.  We  are  working  on  a five 
year  plan  to  have  the  textbooks  in  the  major  subject  areas: 
Reading,  Mathematics,  English,  Science,  and  Social  Studies 
updated. 


Chapter  766 

You  have  undoubtedly  been  exposed  to  Chapter  766  in 
the  press  or  in  regards  to  your  child’s  school  experiences  in 
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one  way  or  another.  I wish  to  briefly  develop  the  operation 
and  methods  used  in  implementing  Chapter  766. 

Chapter  766  is  a process,  mandated  by  the  state,  whereby 
teachers,  parents,  and  other  professionals  identify,  assess, 
and  plan  appropriately  for  students  with  special  needs.  A 
student  with  special  needs  is  one  who  is  unable  to  progress 
effectively  in  a regular  educational  program  and  who  requires 
support  services.  Once  a referral  is  made,  parents  are  notified 
that  an  assessment  will  start  and  a Core  Evaluation  Team 
(CET)  will  meet  to  formalize  an  educational  plan.  Once  evalu- 
ations are  completed,  the  parents  are  notified  and  requested 
to  join  the  CET  meeting  for  results  of  these  tests  and  the 
development  of  suitable  programs  for  their  child. 

A CET  is  made  up  of  teachers,  parents,  resource  and  sup- 
port personnel,  and  other  individuals  who  may  contribute  to 
the  development  of  an  educational  plan.  The  educational  plan 
will  involve  one  or  more  of  the  following  personnel:  resource 
room  staff,  speech  and  language  therapists,  tutors,  adjust- 
ment counselor,  and  others.  It  will  provide  assistance  in  the 
following  areas:  visual  perception,  auditory  discrimination, 
communication  skills,  reading,  motor  development,  attitudinal 
and  behavioral  adjustment,  numerical  ability,  speech,  and 
others. 

Berkley  had  begun  to  service  these  children  long  before 
Chapter  766.  766  has  formalized  and  regularized  the  process 
for  determining  a child  with  special  needs  and  required 
shared  educational  decision-making  between  teachers  and  par- 
ents. Our  efforts,  personnel,  and  programs  have  increased  as 
the  need  has  developed. 


Conclusion 

Many  parents  have  become  interested  and  involved  in 
their  children’s  educational  programs.  I commend  these  par- 
ents and  encourage  others  to  join  them  in  sharing  the  educa- 
tional responsibilities  for  their  children. 

Once  again,  Mrs.  Adella  Viveiros  and  her  staff,  deserve 
praise  for  their  efforts  in  providing  nutritional  meals  and 
keeping  the  meat  cost  at  its  present  rate  because  of  their 
baking. 

I wish  to  express  a special  thanks  to  our  Berkley  Parent- 
Teacher  Organization  for  their  active  role  and  for  raising 
funds  to  provide  new  stage  curtains  and  to  the  Berkley  Police 
Association  not  only  for  their  usual  donation  for  Christmas 
parties  but  also  for  purchasing  band  uniforms.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION 
Kindergarten  Registration 

1.  Child  must  be  five  years  of  age  or  will  be  five  years 
of  age  on  or  before  the  following  January  first. 

2.  A birth  certificate  is  required. 

3.  A doctor’s  certificate  of  immunization  against  diph- 
theria, tetanus,  pertussis,  measles,  and  poliomyelitis,  unless 
exempted  for  medical  reasons,  must  be  presented  at  registra- 
tion time. 

4.  A recent  physical  examination  recorded  on  the  Massa- 
chusetts Health  Form  by  the  child’s  doctor  must  be  completed. 

5.  Following  the  registration,  appointments  will  be  ar- 
ranged for  a vision  and  hearing  evaluation  at  school. 


Health  Policies 

1.  In  case  of  illness,  doctor’s  certificates  are  only  neces- 
sary for  communicable  diseases  or  if  specifically  requested  by 
the  school. 

2.  No  student  will  be  allowed  to  bring  medications  to 
school  unless  the  school  nurse  has  a doctor’s  order  specifically 
stating  the  name  of  the  medication,  dosage,  time  to  be  given, 
the  student’s  diagnosis  and  the  necessity  of  taking  the  medica- 
tion during  school  hours.  The  doctor’s  order  should  be  accom- 
panied by  a signed  and  dated  note  from  the  parent  requesting 
administration  of  the  medication.  A final  check  with  the  school 
physician  will  be  made  by  the  school  nurse. 

3.  Transportation  of  a sick  child  is  the  responsibility  of 
the  parent  and  only  in  an  emergency  will  the  school  provide 
transportation. 

4.  Vision  and  hearing  screening  tests  are  conducted  an- 
nually. 

5.  Physical  examinations  are  given  yearly  in  grades: 
Kindergarten,  one,  five,  and  eight. 

School  Hours 

The  Berkley  Elementary  School  is  in  session  from  9 a.m. 
to  3 p.m. 

The  Berkley  Junior  High  School  is  in  session  from  7:30 
a.m.  to  1:30  p.m. 
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When  a student  is  absent  from  school,  he  is  expected  to 
bring  with  him  a written  excuse  from  his  parents  explaining 
his  absence. 

A request  for  dismissal  before  the  end  of  the  day  should 
be  made  in  person  or  in  writing  by  the  parent. 

The  Principal’s  Office,  located  at  the  Berkley  Elementary 
School  is  open  from  7:30  a.m.  to  4:00  p.m. 


No  School  Information 

When  weather  conditions  are  such  that  our  buses  are 
unable  to  run,  a no  school  notice  will  be  broadcast  over  Radio 
Stations:  WSAR,  Fall  River;  WPEP,  Taunton;  WPRO,  Provi- 
dence; WARA,  Attleboro. 


Transportation 

Bus  transportation  is  provided  for  our  students  in  grades 
K-12.  Bus  rules  for  students  have  been  established  by  the 
School  Committee.  A student  must  not  abuse  the  privilege  of 
riding  to  and  from  school  by  misbehavior.  The  enforcement 
of  bus  rules  is  the  responsibility  of  the  bus  driver.  Lesser 
infractions  are  handled  by  warnings  and  restrictions.  When 
a positive  change  in  the  student’s  behavior  has  not  been 
affected  or  a serious  offense  has  occurred,  the  procedure  calls 
for  the  student’s  referral  to  the  Office  of  the  Principal.  The 
next  offense  will  call  for  a probationary  period  followed  by 
loss  of  bus  privilege.
